permitted without risk. 


In view of the 
prolonged strain 


to which the king's constitution has 
been subjected it was generally felt 
Wednesday that serious develop- 
ments might occur at any hour. Tha 


bulletin on his condition 


stated that there was no increase in 
his exhaustion 
and that his puls« 


was steady. Medical writers In th« 
newspapers pointed 
out, however, 


that no gain in strength was noted 
and that the king's 
general infec- 


tion continued. 


Shortly before midnight it was tn>- 


officially stated that there had been 
a slight change for the better In tha 
king's condition. This announce- 
ment was regarded as giving sozaa 
encouragement. 


It was stated semi-officJaHy

struggle against his illness although 
deep anxiety persisted at the palace. 
The fact that his majesty passed a 
quiet day enabled bis constitution to 
continue the fight against the Cen- 
tra! infection.

New York—(XP)—The post-election 


stock market, which now can be 
\dewed retrospectively over a period 
of more than two weeks, has present- 
ed such a spectacle of volcanic boil- 
ing and surging as never witnessed 
before !n the history of stock specu- 
lation. 


Day after day more than half a 


billion dollars have changed hands 
in riotous trading. 


Not since 1900 has the result of a 


national election brought any pro- 
portionately 
comparable orgy of 


stock dealing, and the "bull" market 
following the election of McKinley, 
while then regarded as a marvel of 
•speculative mania, was a tame af- 
fair compared with the present. 


Total stock sales on the New York 


Stock Exchange in that year to- 
t a 1 e d 
approximately 
140,000,000 


shares, in contrast to nearly 100,000- 
000 in shares in October, 1928, alone. 


Post-election 
markets* generally 


lave been based upon financial and 
ndustrial conditions and in the long 
run the result of elections has called 
forth little more than a "bullish" cel- 
ebration. The 1900 bull market fol- 
owed the termination of the Span- 
sh-American war and the definite es- 
.ablishment of the United States aa 
a world power. 
The elections of 


1904 
and 1908 caused no Important 


movements on the stock market, and 
he 1912 election was practically ig- 
nored. 


Several weeks after the 1916 elec- 


tion the stock market experienced a 
drastic reaction, but that was at- 
.ributed 'largely to the looming of 
war clouds on tha horizon. The mar- 
ket slumped after the 1920 election, 
when industry met marked depres- 
sion ending war-time inflation. 


By 1924 Industrial America was 


definitely shaking off the post-war 
depression,' and the election of Coo- 
idge signalized 'the birth of this 
phenomenal market of recent weeks. 


Stimulated by tremendous growth 


of America's great corporations and 
an amazing flow of the 
world's 


wealth to these shores, the stock 
market plunged forward with few 
setbacks for four years, drawing In 
:o it an army of investors. It "was 
not surprising, then, that the elec- 
ion of Hoover, jwho had served as 
secretary of commerce during th's 
remarkable period, 
should prompt 


ihe flowering of this speculative en- 
thusiasm. 


The violence of the present mar- 


ket, however, has surpassed most 
professional 
expectations. 
Wall 


street generally had approved both 
candidates. The election of Hoover 
iad been taken for granted In most 
speculative quarters 
Many profes- 


sional traders viewed his election as 
argely discounted In the wild bull 
markets of October, and had with- 
drawn from the market hy election 
time In apprehension of a technical 
reaction. 
The day after election, 


however, brought the wildest "bull" 
session In the history of the Stock 
3xchange? and It* has been outdone 
in several successive sessions. 


From November 5. 1924, until No- 


vember 5, 1928, the duration of what 
Wall street has called the "Coolldgo 
market," The Associated Press av- 
erage price of 20 industrial issues 
rose from $103.90 to $229.01.'

So eminent an author- 
ity as Lord Cecil says the great mil- 
itary establishment sustained by Eng- ' 
land is ruining the country and break- 
ing the backs of the people. He is not 
alone among Englishmen of this 
opinion.

The 
fact that congress may be about to 
authorize a large expansion of our 
cruiser tonnage has served to augment 
this demand. 
If the construction is 


voted and actually carried out it 
will be because of the failure of states- 
men to solve the disarmament prob- 
lem. It may be that we can hold Brit- 
ish obstinacy responsible, we do not 
know. In the meantime there is renew- 
ed activity within the League of Na- 
tions to press for another naval con- 
ference. 


It is a'crucial hour for disarmament, 


but the odds are in its favor. All of the 
argument one hears about the neces- 
sit3T for being armed with big sticks is 
fallacious,- much of it as provocative 
and sortie of it just twaddle. It is a 
singular fact, as Mussolini points out, 
that in the midst of all of the peace 
talk "the truth is that the whole 
world is again arming itself." 
The 


statesmanship of the world is under- 
going; the greatest test since 1914. 
It 


can hardly afford to prove incompe- 
tent or unequal to the task. Much more

John Drinkwater, 
author of the famous play, "Abra- 
ham Lincoln," a few years ago, has 
published a life of Charles Jaines 
Fox, gentleman, gambler, statesman, 
that represents a return to the tra- 
dition of biography that we knew 
before Lytton Strachey and a host 
of others developed their school.. 


If a biography is "old-fashioned" 


In the sense that It is*a return to tha 
older method^ it Is at least In distin- 
guished company. Boswell'and Lock- 
hart and a great many -others are 
in that company. Biographies 
written In that style that may; he 
classed among the great books,of/ail 
time. 
So It .Is not 
necessarily : a 


knock to call a biography old-fash- 
ioned.

The older type of biography was 


distinguished; broadly speaking, by 
the fact that the biographer frank- 
ly admired his subject 
He wrote 


the life of one man in preference to 
that of another because he -worship- 
ped the man. Again broadly speak-

the newer 
school frequently 


chooses a subject because of the op- 
portunities it will give for satire; if 
there is nothing to muckrake in the 
life of the subject it is considered to 
be labor lost. 


John Drinkwater frankly worships 


Charles James Fox, the father of 
liberalism- in 
English history, 
as 


Drinkwater sees him. 
Almost cer- 


iainly Drinkwater is a Liberal in po- 
litical faith and he writes the life 
of his -hero; in the spirit in which a 
good staunch Democrat would write 
the life, of Jefferson in America or 
a good Kepublican the life of Ham--" 
jltph., 
. 
•-, 


Drinkwater yields to' the 'spirit of 


the times sufficiently'so that he does 
not "claim that his :bero was without 
'aults. He; admits that Fox was1 in, 
yotith a gambler and considerable _bf 
a- rake, but he manages without say- 
ng so, to leave, the impression that 
that was a part of the man's essen- 
:ial liberalism. In an age .of straigh't- 
laced hypocrisy Fox was openly, and 
honestly unconventional in his con- 
duct, Drinkwater seems to! say; 


In nearly every other respect, the 


biographer is frankly and openly the. 
defender of his subject. He -makes 
no attempt to psychoanalyze him or 
to hold him up to scorn hi -the new~er 
manner. He worships Charles James 
Fox and -he doesn't care who knows 
t. His tone of eulogy is highly re- 
freshing because it is so patiently 
sincere and honest. ; He considers 
Fox a very great Englishman' and ' - 


wants his readers to see iim |n 


:he same light.' When it is a ques- • 
tion of a clash between two very 
great men—Fox "and Pitt for in'-: 
stance—Drinkwater invariably gives 
Fox the best of it. JXe is: allowed! "to 
lave been Impulsive 'and to have 
rushed into mistakes but they were 
nvariably the result of great-heart- 
e.ciness, not the result of cold calcu-J 
atioii. He'. was, according; to; Drink-1 
water, "the 'greatest? and best English-1 
man of his age in spite of the lo'dse-'* 
ness 'of ,his life tea the - lapses from 
conventional conduct.

The biography is unfailingly, inter- 


esting"- and it gives an Intimate 
ture of the times. Although it'ls old- 
'ashioned in metho"1, It is not at" an 
old-fashioned in .spirit. It Is a book 
written 
by a modern, politically' 


speaking, who loves liberalism •-not 
only in politics but in life .and who 
sees in Fox .the pioneer in liberalism 
without whom the development 'of: 
ife as we know it today would havo 
been impossible. When he says that 
Tox was a"good man" he does not 
meaiF "good" in the narrowly 'Con- 
ventional sense. He was "good" be- 
cause he had" a rich, warm nature 
and the courage to live up to his 
convictions.

It Is an. inspiring story and. It 


should be particularly Interesting;.to 
all Americans of liberal tendencies

ibut if they are without eggs they 
will pay more than the market price. 
. In this city there Is a good supply 


of eggs and the price is below the 
Chicago market. 
In some places 


, merchants are paying above the Chi- 
~ ' cago market, due to weather condi- 


tions. 


In past years men would buy up 


a supply of eggs and then sell, them 
to the winter when the price was 


, 
high. They could do this because no 
one was well posted on the egg mar- 
ket or studied the situation well 
enough to steady the market. This 
has not been done much during the 
past five years because there Is not 
so much variation in the price of 
eggs at different seasons of the year, 
said Mr. Haupt. Men have studied 
the subject and raise chickens so 
that there Is a niore steady supply 
during all seasons.

Miss Marguerite Llson, executive 


secretary for the "Wisconsin Associa- 
tion for the Disabled, with offices in 
the state Capitol here, is leading 
a drive by the Association for the 
new hospital, along with officers of 
the organization and members of 
civic and fraternal clubs of the state. 


Following an intensive study of 


the needs of crippled children in 
eight counties (Langlade, Marinette, 
Fond du Lac, Kenosha, Dane, Door, 
Kewaunee and Sheboygan) in which 
865 cases were found, the association 
extermined, from a ratio system that 
there must be about 8,000 crippled 
children in the state. Of the.se 2,- 
500 are expected to be in such con- 
dition that immediate operative or 
other remedial care would straighten 
their crooked limbs, unshackle their 
halting feet or improve their bent 
little bodies in the proper way. 


The first conception was to ask 


the state University, of -which 
the 


Wisconsin General Hospital is part, 
to include the sum, as yet unan- 
nounced, for a hospital in its budget 
for 1929-31. 


Then, because the University 
re- 


gents ^were recognized 
as already 


burdened in the^r needful requests 
for academic financing alone, it was 
decided that the association and af- 
filiated organizations would ask for 
tha hospital directly. 


It was found that only 33 per cent 


of the young cripples have had op- 
portunity for an examination by a 
specialist in crippled children's work;

The new device combines two of 


the most amazing Inventions in the 
newspaper trade—the linotype ma- 
chine and the teletype, or telegraph- 
typewriter. 


The finotype machine, as every- 


body knows, is a machine that sets 
type in solid metal slugs of one line 
each. Its invention did away with 
the old method of setting type by 
hand, which had existed since the 
days of Gutenberg and made pos 
sible the rapid printing of the mod 
ern big city newspaper. The tele- 
graph, by which an operator in one 
city can work a typewriter in a city

ed ^hem and prevented their art of 
printing»efrom having any real influ- 
ence on the art in the western world 
In Europe, all writings were writ- 
ten down on parchment by hand, 
• although, initial letters, pictures and 
the like were carved on blocks and 
stamped on the paper. 


It was In 1438 that Gutenberg be- 


gan printing with movable type, and 
ten years later he established a shop 
at Mainz, Germany.
